The public participation guiddines were dso reviewed. The committee determined that changes
need to be madein certain areas. References to the State Advisory Board should be deleted
because the Board was diminated by the legidature, and no entity was formed to replaceit.
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Als0, to ensure public participation, the guidelines should be expanded to contemplate public
hearings in locdlities other than Richmond if thet is necessary to maximize public participation.
Thiswill protect the public safety, hedlth and welfare of dl citizens of the Commonwedth by
providing more meaningful opportunity for public participation in the regulatory review process.
The public participation guiddines are well written and easily understandable and dlow all
citizens an opportunity to participate in the regulatory review process.
